Sweeten this 
with the Syrup of Sugar that you have 
from the Sugar-bakers. Ir is a Syrup 
that runs down from Sugar-loats as 
they ſtand to dry, This will never con- 
geal ; and will keep above a year with- 
out fowring. There is of two ſorts ; the 
firſt which is of ordinary Sugar ; the 
ſecond, which is of the fineſt, or dou- 
ble refined, this I uſed, Leſs then a 
Pint will ſerve for a Pottle of Spirit. Ir 
15 pure, clear and white,like Rock-wa- 
rer ; put it into the ſpirit , and ſhake 
 themtogether,If you will Aromatiſe ir 
with Amber, pur half an ounce of Spi- 
ritof Amber tothis proportion. Make 
the Spirit of Amberthus : Digeſt one 
ounce ; of Ambergris and one dram, 
of Musk in a portle of good Spirit of

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Uſe this, I conceive it will be much 
ſtronger ofthe Amber, if you diſtil and *

A Cordial water of Wall-nutts. 


Monſiner Breſſieux,a Phyſitian in Paris, 
maketh the water of wall-nuts thus : 
The firſt thing that budderh out of 
theſe trees, is a long green excreſlence, 
like ſlender Pine Apples , which is 
called their Flower. Diſtil the water 
of theſe, and keepir, throwing away 
the Caput-mortuum, Then when the 
Nuts are as big as Haſle-nuts, ſtamp 
them in a Mortar, and firain out the 
juyce ; which diſtil till you have the 
Caput-mortuum of a thick conliſtence , 
like an extra& z which keep, as alſo 
the water. Vhen the Nuts are grow- 
1ng big and have but a gelly in ſteed 
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1 of a kernel,and would be Cernes with- 
in ren days, or a fortnight : then 
ſtamp them as before, and diſtil their 
juyce to 2 like confiſtence, as the 0- 
ther. Mingle your three Waters to- 
gether z and this is his Vater of Wall- 
nuts , which is a great Cordial : and 
when he will make Cinamon Water, 
he uſeth this onely, without Wine or 
any other liquor to the Cinamon, and 
hboldeth it for a great Cordial, The 
two thick conliſtences ( remaining af- 
ter Diſtilling the two juyccs) he putr- 
eth together, and when he hath eva- 
porated them to a fic height for making 
of Plaiſters (if they were not ſo al- 
ready by their diltilling ) he purterh to 
chem (removed from the fier ) a little 

Venice Turpentine ( an eighth or renth 
part, or a little more ) and a little 
Powder of Cinamon and Cloves, and 
a little VWheat-flower tothicken it, al- 
ſoa little Salt; and keep it in a Port 
all rhe year ( where it fermenteth ro 
make a Plaiſter of it for the ſtomack;, 

from 
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from the Sternum to the Navil, and 
fix or eight fingers breadth ; which let 
remain On as long as it will ſtick, ta- 
king it off ſometimes ro wipe a little 
water thar ſometimes ir draweth. 

This comforteth and ftrengrheneth 
the Stomach wonderfully, when it 
digeſteth not well. If you have none 
of this Compoſition ready,take two or 
three condited Wall-nuts : (conſerved 
black z not green, or white) and 
ſtamp them to a Pulp, and mingle with 
them about'as much Turpentine as a 
Haſle Nut, and ſome Wheat-flower 
to thiken it and a little Salt, and a little 
Powder of Cinamon and Cloves ; and 
make a Plaiſter of this tor want of the 
other. 

You ſhould ſo proportion your Sub- 
ſtances or Nuts, as to have abouta like 
quantity of juyce of each as alſo ſo 
much of rhe Flowers as to have as 
much diſtilled water as out of either of 
the Juyces. For Incruditics and Indige- 
ſtions of the Stomach, when a Looſe- 
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neſs followeth (which uſually cometh 
from cating more then one'can digeſt) 
he preſcribed two or three days very 
ſlender diet ; and then to cat oy morn- 
ings three or four condited Walnuts, 
and to drink a little Wine after them, 
eating a mouthful of Bread , this ſer- 
tech the Stomach very right, 

The Nuts are conſerved black, for 
thoſe have all their bitterneſs and ver- 
tue in them (whereas, the white 
are pared; and the green are boy]- 
ed in ſeveral Waters to miake them 
ſweet ; and fo looſc their vertue) only 
rubbing ot a little thin skin with a 
Napkin, after they have been boyled ; 
then thruſting a Clove! and a little 
ſtick of Cinamon, croſs-wiſe through 
them. 

He had a good maxime to cure 
Diſeaſes in men, rather by fitting and 
calic Diet, then by ffrong Phylick.

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About the Diet of Milk, 


Monſieur Du (los,giveth the Diet of 
Milk to many Patients, as well as he 
hath. taken it conſtantly theſe many 
years himſelf : and in all, he obſerveth 
the following circumſtances. To thoſe 
who digeſt it not well, and out of 
whoſe Stomach it goeth not ſoon c- 
nough , he gives a grain or two of Salt 
with it : To thoſe with whom it cur- 
dleth, he giveth a little Sugar; and to 
thoſe who are bilious, and in whom ir 
turneth to choler, he purteth a little 
quantity of fair water. 

He takes it often; as four or five 
times a day : about two Paris pints a 
day in all or better. It all day he taketh 
nothing but Milk, he finds it weakens 
him ar Jength : therefore about noon, 
he cateth a manchert of fine light Bread, 
of about a penny price. But neither 
that ſtrengtheneth him ſafficiently ; bur 
he uſerh wirhal to cat then two dozen 
of 
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of good Damask Raiſins ( or more ) 
eating firſt half his Bread, then twelve | « 
Raiſins ; then drinks a Porringer full of 
Milk upon it : Then he cats the reſt of 
his Bread and Raiſins, and drinks ano- 
ther Porringer of Milk. With this 
courſe he groweth ſtrong , fat and full 
of blood : but without Bread and 
Raiſins , he becometh very faint and 
cannot walk tar : but with them he is 
fain'to do much exerciſe, he finds his 
health require ir,” and he performs it 
with great caſe,Every night at going to 
Bed, he takcs a Pill of five or fix grains 

of his Compoſition of Aloes and 

Juyces of Herbs, 1tnaſpoontul of milk, 

and drinks three or four more upon it: 

* which giveth him but one Stool the 
next morning; after which he is free 
for all-day : but. without his Pill, 
his milk would conftipate him much, 


To Digeſt a large Meal.
